Annexation Sentiment Is Said to lie 

Rapidly Increasing in all Paris 

. of the Island. : 

J. H. Payne, an American who is en- 
gaged in business in Havana, is in Wash- 
ington for a few days. Mr. Payne sBEertH 
that the annexation sentiment is growing 
rapidly in Cuba,. ' 

"There is a general feeling- that the 
island will never prosper until it becomes a 
part of the United States," said Mr.Payne 
"Only last' week I was talking " in Havana 
to an old Spaniard who has but. tittle love 
for the United States. He told me that be 
realized that the island will never prosper 
until it becomes a partof the UnitedStutes, 
and said that he believed that more than 
half of the voters would 'favor annexation 
if an election to .'settle the future of the 
island were held immediately. 
. "The change in sentiment which has 
come about in Cuba in three months is al- 
most beyond belief. People who would not 
have listened to annextion argument then 
are now aareed that Cuba cannot govern 
hersplf successfully. The natives do not 
know how to do anything but raise tobacco 
nnd sugar, The sugar industry is parlyz- 
ed, and they do not see how it can be re- 
vived until the iBland becomeE a part of 
this country. When I say that they favor 
annexation I mean they wanted to be ad- 
mitted to fnll statehood. They would not 
consent to coming into the United States 
as a territory, and, of course, there ' is no 
chance of their being admitted in any 
other way. 

"I do not believe that the reciprocal re- 
lations advocated for Cuba would have 
offered much relief. The people of the 
island must be taught how to farm scien- 
tifically. They must be taught how to di- 
versify their crops. They must be tough 
to economize.' Although common laborers 
were paid but little on sugar plantations, 
the salaries of overseers and head men 
were unreasonably huge. Americans would 
soon reclaim t be island if it were annexed. 
They would plant all sorts of crops, and 
make it blossom from end to end. It will 
wise, . e very lb ing. ■ American ~. .i-egetable 
gardners arid fruit raisers are now doing 
very well in Cuba. The Boston Fruit Com- 
pany has applied scientific methods to 
banana raising and is making a great suc- 
cess. Pineapple culture is also very suc- 
cessful. The American tobacco company 
has secured control of. the Cuban tabacco 
and recently - purchased 40,000 acres of 
land and is to engage in tobacco culture on 
its own account The only rend} money 
there is in Cuba now is distributed by the 
tobacco and fruit men. In many of the 
sugar • provinces, which were once very 
prosperous, the people have nothing to eat 
now but fruits. Conditions are pitiful, but 
it is very doubtful whether reciprocity can 
change them materially.*'

Captive Boers Welcomed Home by 
Their Relatives. 
Bennet Burleigh In a letter to Eng- 
land has told of meetings of the sur- 
rendered veterans with long-lost rela- 
tives, the pathos and the humor of 
these reunions would fill volumes. The 
other day, ns a' group of burghers 
came Into Krugeradorp, three hand- 
some young women, clad In deepest 
mourning, rushed up to an' elderly 
Boer, swept him into their arms, cry- 
ing aloud and kissing him even to the 
fringes or his ragged coat. He was 
their father, and their mother had died 
but two days before lit a return. A 
homely, elderly vrow had hung about 
Bramfonteln Station for days, always 
Inquiring when trains with Boers were 
coming In, so at least the officials 
mnde out, for she spoke In Dutch, She 
wda going nway disconsolate one after- 
noon when two stalwart Boers leaped 
from an incoming truck and grabbed 
her In their arms, laughing, crying, 
nnd screaming In a breath, whilst 
their mother, for such she was, kissed 
them passionately nnd sobbed aloud 
with Joy, But these are only, two ot 
hundreds of kindred scenes.

There has 
been considerable damage to oats in shock 
by the previous wet weather, but in- irci»iy~ 
localities this damage was less ,-inari bad 
been feared would result. .-Tnere has alio 
been some damage to u-.^reshed wheat in 
the central district. The weather of the 
past week has been very favoraule for corn 
and it has generally advanced rapidly to- 
ward maturitr." The yield promises to be 
heavy. In ' j'e southern district tbe recent 
rains have, improved the prospects decid- 
edly, especially of late corn. Reports as to 
the time when the crop will be Bate from 
injury by frost vary consideably. In a few 
localities, especially in the southern partof 
the state, early corn is now reported to be 
safe, while in others it is believed that tbe 
crop will not be safe until niter October 1. 
With favorable conditions however, the 
bulk of the crop promises to be safe by 
Sept. 15th to 20th. Chinch bugs are re- 
ported to be doing some damage in a few 
localities, but the damage is slight. Some 
corn has been cut for fodder. A good sec- 
ond crop of clover, is being cut or is ready 
to cut. Potatoes are yielding well, but 
they are rotting some. Gardens are 
good. The apple crop has generally im- 
proved. Tue yield will be large in soma 
localities.

The Bol Man government lias submit' 
ted proposals to Congress for tbcudop* 
lion of n gold standard at the rnto of 20 
pence for each sucre,, the payment' of 
customs duties In gold at the simc rate 
and for the abolition of the export duty 
on silver. 

A tornado swept a passenger train from 
the track of the Chicago *aud Northwest' 
crn Itallway near Merldcn, Minn. It was 
thrown down a high embankment nnd 
three persons were killed, two fatally 
injured and more than a score or others 
seriously hurt. 

A special from Butler, Neb„ where the 
famous Tonopnh mines are situated, says: 
"A strike has been made here which 
makes Tonopah without a doubt the rich- 
est mining camp in the world. The 
strike was innde at 480 feet on the Mix- 
. pah extension ledge." 

The Navy Department has received the 
oliiclnl report on the explosion aboard the 
submarine torpedo boat Holland. The 
explosion resulted In the blowing of the 
only man on board, H. K. Holland, 
through the hatchway, bnt no serious 
damage of any kind was done.

While rounding a curve "U a high em- 
bankment near Berry, AhI:^/rV(0~cuJ;lne 
and four cars of an excursion train on a 
branch of the Southern Railway leaped 
from the track and rolled over and over. 
smashing the coaches Into kindling wood 
and causing the instant death of thirty 
persons and the injury of seventy-two 
others.

President Roosevelt closed his second 
day's journey through New England-, nt 
Newport, R. L, where he was the guest 
of Mr. Wlntlirop Chanlcr. Upon tho 
conclusion of his speech at City Hall, 
Providence, he was driven to the dock, 
rwkere he boarded a private yacht- for 
the residence of Senator Aldrich at War- 
wick, Newport was reached soon after. 

Perhaps the most enthusiastic recep- 
tion accorded him by ihe smaller places 
where stops were made ■ wns at IUrcr 
Point, B. I., In the Pnw tucket valley. 
Pastime Tark, which adjoins the railroad 
track, was thronged with people, among 
them being hundreds of Grand Army, vet- 
erans ; who formed a semi-circle in riont 
of tho platform. 

The 1 resident's audience applauded his 
tribute to the vcforans of the Civil War 
for their unswerving valor and devotion 
to duty, nnd his reference to the people 
of Rhode Island concerning Hhe uLllfcn- 
Uon of their resources met much distinct 
favor. 

Tho demonstration nt Providence was 
the climax to an eventful day. In Mi 
speech, taking the trusts for his theme, 
the Proaldent snld that great general 
prosperity fostered unwholesome condi- 
tions, as well as .healthy. The. sunshine 
nnd rn]h : that moke the crops thrive, also 
give life to weeds. In part he said: 

"In dealing with the great aggrega- 
tions of capital we must exercise all our 
judgment and*, a void the spirit of envy 
that fills the souls of those who have 
failed to win fortune, and eager to tear 
down those bullded by the Industry nnd 
wisdom of others. We must possess the. 
qualities of prudence, self-knowledge nnd 
■elf restraint. There Is every heed of 
striving In all possible ways, Individually 
and collectively, by combination among 
ourselves In private life and through the 
recognized organs of the government for 
the cutting out of these evils. Only let 
us he sure tlint wc do not use the knife 
with an Ignorant zeal which would make 
It more dangerous ' to the patient man 
tlinn to the disease. 

"Much of tho complaint against com- 
binations Is unwarranted. Under present 
conditions It Is ns necessary to have cor- 
porations in the business world as it Is to 
have organizations among wage workers. 
But wc have a right to ask lu each case 
that they shall do good and not harm. 
Exactly as labor organizations, when 
managed intelligently and In. a spirit of 
Justice and fair play, ore of very great 
sendee, not only to tho wage workers, 
but to the whole community, ns tho his* 
vory of many labor organizations hai 
conclusively shown; so wealth, not merely 
Individual, hut corporate, when used 
aright, Is not merely beneficial to the 
community ns a whole, bat Indispensable 
to the upbuilding of the country under 
the conditions which nt present the coun- 
try has grown not only to accept, but to 
demand as normal. 

"The only remedy Is found In the pro- 
per administration of the laws wc have 
and the enactment of other laws' to deal, 
with new conditions ns they arise. The 
power vested In the proper official must 
be exercised with the greatest of care. 
The first exercise of that power should be 
the securing an Interstate business. The 
publicity, though uon-inquisltor!al, should 
be thorough ns to nil Important facia with 
which the public has concern. The full 
light of day is n great discourager of 
evil, Such publicity ivould by itself tend 
to Cure the evils of which there / is just 
complaint and where the nllcged evils are 
imaginary, it would tend to s\*>w thnt 
such was the case. When publicity is at- 
tained It would then be possible to see, 
what further should be done, In the way of 
regulation." , ' 

" President Roosevelt ended Tuesday's 
tour through New England In Augusta, 
Me ;1 as the guest of Gov. Hill, Before 
his departure from Maine Tie visited ev- 
ery principal city In each district and the 
home cities of the United States Sena- 
tors. 

When the President renched Portland 
he wns met by n delegation of citizens, 
and Thomas B. Reed was among them.

Board of Jlcalth to Have Yearly Emm- 
liiatlons on Sight nnd Hen ring.

The exposures In connection 
with the Cldcago Masonic Temple tax 
case hare undoubtedly given the rural 
population many n quiet chuckle, 

According to report, many shrewd, 
though unscrupulous, business men of 
Chicago listened with bated breath to 
tbe plausible but impossible plan by which, 
taxes could be reduced— for a considera- 
tion to be paid the tax fixer. Impressed 
by certain simple demonstrations which 
the tax fixers gave of their professed abil- 
ity "to deliver the goods," tbe business 
men handed over large sums of good 
money to the confidence men. In return 
they got nothing of value— nothing even 
as substantial as the gold-tinted brass 
brick which has tempted ee many farm- 
ers to part with their cash. Many thou- 
sands of dollars were taken in by means 
of this tax swindle, and a Chicago paper 
asserts that If tbe list of victims could 
be published many familiar names would 
be found. 

And the city men are left without the 
hope of possible revenge. Tbc farmer, 
if he caa hut swallow Ms pride can 
arouse the country side and make It warm 
for tho men who have swindled him.

Cablegrams have been received from 
other istavuls In the West Indies and nil 
these report the observance of terrifying 
phenomena dmlliir to those experienced 
in Dominica; All show that the volcnnic 
detonations were heard at a greater dis- 
tance from Martinique than on the morn- 
ing of May 8, indicating that the force 
of the eruption was greater ,thnn on that 

occasion. 

61 8,000 FROM ONE-THIRD ACRE. 



Tbe Remnrknhlc Crop of a Michigan 
GlnsciiR Farmer. 
To raise a crop valued at $18,000 on 
one-third of an acre of land is not a com- 
mon occurrence In Michigan, but that is 
what a farmer near NHes has done with 
hardly more work than the average mnn 
will put into the cultivation or nn acre 
of berries. The man is George P. Lnug- 
worthy ot Weaver, a village nenr Nlles. 
Ginseng Is the stuff he hns grown. 

It is six years since Mr. Lnngworthy 
begnn this work and he now has 50,000 
plants on his third of an acre. His nn- 
nunl income from them Is far greater 
than from all other crops on his farm 
combined, in Bplte of the fact that his, 
only market Is 1,000 miles awny and the 
ultimate destination of ids crop 10,000. 
For ginseng has no value In America, 
save as It Is bought for export Into 
China, where the natives use It for med- 
icine in every disease from paralysis 
to paresis. 

Ginseng grows principally from seed. 
The part ot the plant of commercial Im- 
portance Is the root, which Is composed 
of two parts, the root s tulle and the root 
proper. Tho former is slender, seldom 
one-fourth of an inch In dinmeter, nnd 
is marked by a number of sears, each rep- 
resenting a. year la the llfq of the plnnt. 
As many as sixty-five of these have been 

The size 
nnd valne ot the root do not Increase 
with age, however. 

The root shrinks consi derail ly in dry- 
ing, laalug about two-thirds of Us weigh t.H 
As soon as the, fibrous matter is brittle 
the roots are trimmed unil returned to 
the dryer to he finished. When thor- 
oughly dry they are carefully packed in 
boxes to keep them free from dust njid 
vermin, and nrc shipped to a New York 
wholesaler, who la turn sells them lo tbe 
Chinese, The roots bring at their Inst 
transfer from §13 to $20 a pound. The 
amount shipped Irom the United States 
averages more than 300,000 pounds an- 
nually.

tested. According to u eorrespoudent 
of the London Dnlly Mali,' tho tests of 
the reasoning powers of these lower 
orders of creation, are to bo entrusted 
to as ninny of the members ns possible, 
In order to avoid undue personal bias 
In Judging of results. 

Callows.; A large 
circus or arena Is tho scene of the in- 
vestigations, Into which the animals 
destined to prove their reasoning abil- 
ities arc to be Introduced. Around It 
arc ibe seals Cor four hundred mem- 
bers, who will watch with French en- 
thusiasm but scientific self-restraint, 
the puzzled fox contriving shifts to 
drink out of a deep vessel, and tho 
thoughtful efforts of the crime to drink 
soup from a shallow one. That, at 
least, whs the form which tbc, first 
experiment took. 

A lion was given sonic meat shut 
up In a box covered with a lid, and tho 
spectators watched with breathless In- 
terest the solution of the question 
whether ho would raise tbc lid or crack 
the box.

The prairie dug linn become so serious a 
problem In the West that urgent appeals 
arc being made to the national govern- 
ment for help Against the ravaging ani- 
mal. Kiperts lu Uncle Snm'B employ 
have been sent out lo Investigate tho 
subject, and their reports are decidedly 
•nlarmlug. In Texas, for exnmple, there 
Is one colony of the little rodent* which 
occupies contiiiimindy an area of nlinut 
£o,000 square miles, the territory thus 
covered' measure* 2n<) miles one way by 
over llX) miles the other. The ''number 
»f burrows lu net mil iiko on each acre of 
this vast dug town varies from :i tnv up 
to more tlian 1,000 aitd probably aver- 
ages twenty-five, so that the number of 
prill rlc dogs lu the community described 
must be at leant 400,(JOO,000,\ 

Mtsowhoro colntiles twenty to. thirty 
miles In length nre not raro, and the 
total area nccupleil by the nnlmnls is 
steadily and rapidly Increasing, it" Is 
estimated that thlriy-two prnlrle / do«s 
consume ns much grass ns one sheep, and 
-J50 prairie dogs as much as one cow— 'in 
which bails the grass- nuimnlly oaten hy 
thesu peals In the great Texas town 
would support 1,5112,300 head of cattle 
Hence It.

One of the strang- 
est and most unexpected of the uses 
to which wo could Imagine a leg be- 
ing put Is that of an organ of hearing, 
Yet such seems to be one at least of 
the functions of tho fore-legs In the 
cricket and Bomo other .allied insects. 
On the outer sldo.oftbo tibia* a small 
oval space may be seen In which the 
Btrong armature which corers the rest 
of the body Is.redupod to' a thin and 
membranous condition, making thus a 
sort of window or drumhead. Com- 
municating with this," Inside the leg 
"are the ends of a nerve, and It. can 
hardly be doubted therefore that tho 
whole apparatus constltutCB an audi- 
tory organ, go-that If these legs were 
amputated the Insect would become 
deaf. 

When one- remembers that crickets 
aro among the noisiest of Insects, their 
Incessant chirrup being a most Bhrill 
and penetrating sound, It cannot bo 
considered strange that distinct organs 
of hearing should nlso be present; tho 
sound-producer implies the sound^per- 
cclvor; the two functions nro comple- 
mentary; but still it is" remarkable that 
the foreleg should .have been selected 
as the most suitable Bite for, this Im- 
portant Bcnse.

Total Fall* Short of That of Previa na 
,'Yemri 1hauaii % Gold la Almost Up to 
It— The Total Value of the Produc- 
tion' for 100 1 la s>lll r v*»5,100, 

George B. Roberts, director of the 
mint, ha'B Issued his* final estimate of the 
production of gold nnd silver in the 
United States during the calendar year 
1001. Mr, Roberts* statement shows 
ttiat during the yeor the United States 
produced 8,805,500 ounces of gold, rai- 
ned at $78,01*0,700, a decrease of $504,- 
B00, orO.030.per.cent, as compared with 
the yield of 2000. 

Ten of the nineteen States and terri- 
tories yielding, gold shewed an increased 
production, California leading, with $1,- 
075,200, an increase due entirely to tV* 
normal development of the mining Indus- 
try. 

. Nevada showed the material gain of 
1057,000,' which enmc largely' from the 
newly discovered cdmp~of Tonnpab, In 
Ny« County, although nearly every coun- 
ty In the State increased its production. 
South Dakota also made a gain of $301,- 
000; Idaho, $l-W,0O0 f and Oregon, $123,- 
400. 

Alaska Show a a Decremc, 

The greatest dce.rease, amounting to 
$1,285,300, was in Alaska. This was duo 
to, the lateness of the season, which de- 
laycd'the opening of the placcnV.nnd to. 
litigation, which Interfered with the de- 
velopment of the Industry. Colorado di- 
minished $1,135,000, a tact explained by 
the decline In the grade of ores extract 
«d, the tonnage having increased. 

The silver yield for 1001 amounted to 
65,214,000 ounces, of the commercial 
value of $33,128,400, which was 2,433,- 
000 ounces, or 5 per cent, less than it 
was In 1000. The greatest gain— 1,403,- 
000 ounces— was In Utah, almost all of 
which came from the Park Oity district. 
Total. Value Is Lchh. 

The total value of the precious metals 
produced by the United States in 2001 
amounted to $111,705,100, which was $1,- 
004,100, or 2 per cent, less than the yield 
for 1000.

WEEKLY 8U MMARr OF CROPR. "> 

Weather Conditions Bast of the Racist 

ie» Not Favornhle as a Whole. 

.The Agricultural Department's weekly 
summary of crop conditions' Bays, that m 
a whole the weather conditions cast of 
the Rocky Mountains have not been fa- 
vorable, being too cool in the northern dis- 
tricts eastward: of the Missouri vnlley, 
with too much moisture in portions of tho 
central valleys,, while excessively hot in 
the Southern States, with drouth of great^ 
er: or less severity : generally thrf ughout 
the cotton belt. Although cool, the con- 
ditions ^wcre* fairly, fnTorablct for matur- 
ing'cropa in the Ohio valley and over/the 
southern" portion of the middle Atlantic 
States, as well as on the Pacific coast, 

Corn Is greatly In need of warm, dry 
weather throughout the norther.* portion 
of the" corn belt, where the abnormally 
cool weather, of the last two weeks has 
greatly retarded' Its maturity. Over the 
southern portion of the corn belt an ex- 
cellent crop' of early corn- la now practi- 
cally assured. In portions -of Iowa and 
central Illinois corn has badly lodgc'd as 
t result of local Btorms. 

Spring wheat harvest is unfinished in 
the northern portion of the Bed River 
Tailey, '"where' it.has been interrupted by 
frequent showers, which also have, seri- 
ously interfered with stacking and thrash- 
ing. Sprouting and rotting in stack and 
shock are reported from Iowa, and in 
southern Minnesota thrashed wheat Is 
damp and discolored, Harvest is about 
three-fourths finished In Oregon and will 
be completed In ' Washington during the 
present week, with yields about, the av- 
erage, though less than expected in 
Washington. 

A decided deterioration In .the condition 
of cotton is reported generally through- 
out the central and western portions of 
the cotton belt,* as well ns over a largo 
part of the eastern districts. The most 
favorable reports arc from the Odrollnas, 
In North- Carolina" the condition of tho 
crop continues very promising, although 
the prevalence of rust is widespread. On 
stiff soils In South Carolina new growth 
is blooming and fruiting, but on sandy 
■oils rust, shedding and premature open- 
ing, arc prevalent. Throughout the cen- 
tral and western districts, with tho ex- 
ception of northern Mississippi and por- 
tions of Oklahoma and Indian territory, 
where the crop is doing well, the reports 
indicate a decided decline in its condi- 
tion, rust, shedding nnd premature o pent 
lag. being general. In Texas the deterio- 
ration has been pronounced, and under tht, 
most favorable future weather conditions 
« yield lu excess of the average is im- 
probable, 

. The week has hecn very favorable for 
cutting and curing tobacco and tho crop 
has generally Improved, although it will 
ba short In Kentucky and portions of 
Tennessee, Virginia and Maryland, 

The outlook for apples In New York, 
is more favorable and slightly improved 
prospects are reported from Ohio nnd 
northern Illinois. A good crop Is Indi- 
cated in Kansas, Michigan and New. 
England and a fair crop of some vnrk- 
tlcs in Iowa and portions of Missouri. 
In many important apple States, however, 
■ light crop is promised. 

It has been too dry for favorable pro- 
gress with- plowing for fall seeding In 
portions of the middle Atlantic States, 
the lnke region and Oklahoma; elsewhere 
the reports Indicate that tills work has 
made favorable advancement.

New Zealand Bush fires. 
Autumn In New Zealand is tho time 
of the bush fires. As soon as the hot 
months of summer have done their 
work thousands of acres of forest are 
set blazing, until in some districts tho 
country lies under a pall of smoke and 
along the coast navigation Is hindered 
by the huge clouds that drift out to 
aea. Throughout the year the bush- 
men, who usually undertake the work 
by contract with the farmers, have 
been busy felling and "undorscrub- 
bing." All the^ tangled undergrowth 
of creeper and' sapling and tree-fern, 
smothered with moss and lichens and 
carpeted with beds of. smaller terns, 
delicate as seaweed — all this Is ruth- 
lessly slashed down and the trees 
within a certain limit and size are 
felled. This done, It remains only to 
pray for dry weather. Fires are 
lighted and In an hour acres of mag- 
nificent forest are going up In smoke 
and flame to prepare the land for cul- 
tivation.'

They mn gnl lied every trivial thing sold 
agnlust the conduct of the Institution 
and Ignored the testimony disproving 
the nccus/itlons made. " One witness 
accused the officials of gross neglig- 
ence and related a sensational story 
concerning occurrences he -claimed to 
hove .witnessed. His story was printed 
conspicuously, but nothing-won said of 
the fact that It wus. disproved " im- 
. mediately, -It was shown by the rec- 
ords that he had not been nt-the asy- 
lum for more tluin it year previous to 
the time he snld the Incidents occurred 
and that the conditions to "which: bo 
testified never existed; hut '.the Obi-- 
cogo papers did not have room for Such 
evidence nnd left tliolr readers to Infer 
that the ncctisntlon whs established. 

Then, If the slate hoard of charities 
does not. agree with them, It will "be 
accused of '".whitewash Ing".' the man- 
agement-, of the Institution because It 
gives heed to both sides of tho case 
and ill of the evidence and .tells tho 
truth ' about Jt-*-eometbIng those Chi- 
cago newspapers are determined not 
to do. •
